the memorandum in question and omitting paragraph one, 


which clearly sets forth the information which we are 
falsely accused of withholding from Congress. 


2. We aiso noted that Mr. Moore had not promised to show 
Ss his report in advance, but he had promised to bring to our 
ttention any points of criticism of CIA before submitting 
he report. 


3. Mr. Miller said he was willing to make revisions in 
report to take care of these misimpressions caused by 
ting. I seid it was not just a matter of correcting a 
incidental points, but we sought the withdrawal of the 
c allegation that we had misled Congress. Mr. Miller 
he would consider whatever rebuttal we might have to 
DOL sy: Ai Cee ae. <i 1s convincing, he would be willing 
hange the report.
